REMARKS 

The Office Action mailed January 5, 2006, has advanced an election of species 
requirement, alleging the application to be directed to the following two patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species 1 : Fig. 1A (claims 1-8); and 

Species 2: Fig. 1 B (claims 9-16). 

Applicant hereby elects species 1 (claims 1-8 and Fig. 1A), without traverse. 
Applicant has, accordingly, indicated claims 9-16 as being withdrawn. Applicant has also 
added new claims 17-19, which also directly read on the elected species. Furthermore, 
claim 17 is generic to both species.
